Administration supporters of the 
treaty feel that a definite announce- 
ment by Japan setting: a date for the 
return of Kiao Chau would go far. to 
remove that point.

LAND OWNERSHIP IS 
CHANCING IN ENGLAND 


London, 'Aug.- 21.—(By Mail.)—The 


land of England is changing; ownership 
under the operations o£ the land settle- 
ment bill. Large tracts are being ac- 
quired by county councils which are 
selling them in small holdings to per- 
sons who make annual payments for 
them. 
Until the enactment of the measure 
England was 
the 
only 
country in 
Europe which denied to the smaller cul- 
tivators of the land sufficient facilities 
to enable them to purchase, their hold- 
ings. Ip Germany 80 per cent of the 
cultivated land was owned by the men 
who worked it while only 12 percent of 
the small agriculturalists of England 
owned their own farms. 
Before the war the government ener- 


getically opposed the policy of occupy- 
ing ownerships for Englishmen, Welsh- 
men and Scotchmen, but helped Irish- 
men to own the ground they till. Thus 
far 410,000 holdings containing 13,500,- 
000 acres have been sold to Irish farm- 
ers, leaving only about 50,000 holdings 
to be sold. But the English farmer is 
just as anxious as any to own his own 
farm, and under the new law he will 
soon do it. 
' 


GERMANS ARE ACTIVE 


IN SOUTH AMERICA 


San Juan, P. R., Sept. 9. (By Mail).— 
American travelers who have recently 
arrived here" from Venezuela reports 
that there is open evidence of renewed 
German activity in that country. Just 
how they have come no one seems to 
know but many Germans have been 
arriving "in. Venezuela during the past 
few months and German commercial 
travelers are reported particularly ac- 
tive. 
They represent all lines of in- 
dustry. 
As one man who returned 


from "Venezuela last week explained' it: 


"If I want to sell clothing at $15 a 
suit to the Venezulean merchants a 
German salesman has something just 
as good for $12 or ?13. If I offer 90 
days or six months credit the German 
offers six months or a year. In every 
line it is the same. They are offering 
to take orders for all 'classes of manu- 
factured 
goods and 
promise prompt 


delivery." 
EXECUTIONERS ARRESTED 


BY STRATEGIC METHODS 


Paris, Aug. 20.—(By MaiL)—Bolshe- 


vik leaders in Russia are compelled to 
practice strategy in order to control 
the lawless elements they use as of- 
ficial executioners of 
the 
sentences 


pronounced by the 
Soviet tribunals. 


One instance occured in arrest of 15 
sailors who had been employed in this 
way by Djerjinsky and 
Peters 
who 


have been described, as 
"the 
terror 


men of Petrograd.'' The sailors 
had 


become obstreperous but as they were 
heavily armed they were not expected 
to submit docilely. 


So they were ordered 
to 
Boutirky 
jail "to execute prisoners" of the Bol- 
sheviki. They entered the yard gaily 
and were marched to inner enclosures 
where the officers left them to fetch 
the condemned men. 


Soon 
the 
executioners 
discovered 


that machine guns menaced- them from 
.every window and the warden ordered 
them to surrender. 
Realizing 
their 


helplessness they threw' their weapons 
away and Were marched into the jail 
where they made the day hidious with 
their threats and cries. 


ITALY SEEKS SUPPLY 


OF COAL IN RUSSIA 


Rome, Aug. 20.—(By Mail)—The Ital- 


ian government is trying to obtain coal 
from southern Russia so as to stave off 
the menace of a winter, without a source 
of heat. Two commercial commissions 
have been sent to the vast basin of the 
ponetz in southern Russia -where Ital- 
ian experts estimated there were un- 
touched coal lands that would yield 57,- 
000,000,000 of tons of coal in Siberia 
or in parts of European Russia outside 
of the Donetz basin. 
It is calculated that if the coal supply 


of southern -Russia were properly ex- 
plaited the territory would furnish all 
the'-coal necessary for the Mediterranean 
countries. 


Coal for Italy is now quoted at $5.58 
at Norfolk, Va., but it costs $30 a ton to 
bring it to Genoa. 


300 PROFITEERS CONVICTED. 
London, Aug. 15 (By Mail).—To the 


present 336 profiteers have been con- 
victed by the Stepheny Food commit- 
tee and have paid fines amounting to 
$20,000 while four have served terms 
in prison. The newspapers insist that 
more prison sentences are needed to 
bring the high price traders to their 
senses.

INSPECT GREAT CLOCK 


London. Aug. 20.—(By Mail)—Fifty- 
disabled soldiers, many of whom had lost 
a leg in the war and wore an' artificial 
one in its place, climbed the 3GO steps 
of the house of commons tower the 
other afternoon to study the mechanism 
of "Big Ben," the giant timepiece. The 
soldiers are being trained by the minis- 
try of labor in watch and clock-repair- 
ing. - 


One, 
spying the clock mechanism, ex- 
claimed: "Is this the works? It looks 
more like a.blinking printing machine."' 
: A guide told the party that the clock 
was dsighed' by Lord Grimthorp and 
was placed in 'the tower in 1859. It 
has been working for 60 years and is 
still regarded as one of the best time- 
keepers in the world. 


The minute-hand is 14 feet long and 
weighs 224 pounds, and the pendluum, 
which requires two seconds to complete 
each swing, weighs 700 pounds. 
The 


bell which sounds the hours has a di- 
ameter of nine feet and weigh 14 tons, 
the weight of the striking hammers 
being 766 pounds. 


An electric motor now winds the clock 
in 20 minutes. 
Formerly it took two 


men working three afternoons a week to 
complete the task.

barley and hops that can be spared, as 
well as some sugar and coal, and these 
last two commodities are 
felt to be 
about the most precious in Europe. In 
return she wants wheat, flour and cot- 
ton. 
Her spinning industry is at a 


standstill and experts claim that she 
needs approximately a hundred thous- 
and bales of cotton to supply her own 
needs in textiles. 
. The over 
supply of beet 
sugar is 


Czecho-Slpvakia's big and valuable as- 
set and gives her a strategic position in 
Europe. The general situation here is 
reassuring to the American experts and 
while there will be deprivaton, they be- 
lieve that with a well organized control 
of foods and close economy there will be 
no real suffering this winter.

LEFT-OVER GRENADES 


Coblenz, Aug. 25.—(By Mail)—Hand- 


grenades left over from the war were 
used effectively recently by enraged civ- 
ilians in Zbppot in West Prussia, who 
attacked food stores on the ground that 
the shopkeepers were profiteering. Ac- 
cording to information reaching Ameri- 
can army headquarters a mob, armed

prices.

Aug. (By Mail).—British nat- 
uralists, who have been confidently ex- 
pecting that the only live okapi in cap- 
tivity was to be brought to the zoolog- 
ical gardens in Regents Park, were dis- 
pointed today when the news came from 
Antwerp that the animal had been 
brought ther<3 from the Congo by Dr. 
Lebrum. It Was the gift of Mme. Lan- 
daghem, whose husband is in the Congo 
medical sei'Vice. 


The okapi is the survivor of a dis- 


tant ancestor of the .giraffe. 
An adult 


stands about five feet high, and al- 
though it has the general shape of the 
giraffe its neck is relatively shorter and 
its forelegs are not so high in propor- 
tion to the hindquarters. 


The sides of the animal's head are 


light fawn color and the general color- 
ation of the body is a dark purple. The 
most striking character is that the 
rump and the upper part of the legs 
are transversely striped with black and 
White. It was first known in 1901, hav- 
ing been found in the Semliki forest, 
haunting low undergrowth and swamps. 


The particular specimen was in Mme. 


Landaghem's possession for a number 
of years and photographs of it received 
here show it eating out of her hand.

MILLIONS IN EQUIPMENT 


IS GOING TO WASTE 


•With the American Forces in Ger- 
many, Aug. 22.

formed one of the most fruitful sources 
of misunderstanding 
between the gov- 


ernments of Mexico and 
the 
United 


States. 


The development of this industry by 


foreign capital has reached the point 
where dividends are declared in mil- 
lions of dollars and production runs in- 
to millions of barrels. 


Legislation designed by the Mexican 


government to divert what it terms its 
just share of profit into the national 
treasury has been met by charges of 
Confiscation on the pare of the foreign 
interests whose opposition has become 
SO vigorous that 
President 
Carranza 


recently stated in an interview that the 
petroleum companies were deliberately 
engendering 
ill-feeling 
between 
tlio 


United States and Mexico. 


Exploitation of petroleum m Mexico 


for commercial purposes is confined to 
the past IS years, according to a state- 
ment recently ^furnished to the Asso- 
ciated Press • by 
the 
Department of 


Commerce and Industry. 


Exploration of the oil tields began 


about 1900 and has 
been 
conducted 


since by the Mexican Petroleum com- 
pany of California, the British firm of 
Peirson & Son, the Huastcca Petroleum 
company, the Oil Company of Tepetate 
and others.

Mexican oil have approximately1 700,- 
000 tons capacity and are \\orth ?90.- 
000,000. 
In addition it is stated that 


the value of pipe lines us estimated at 
$50,000,000 and storage depots-at $60,- 
000,000: bringing the total of such in- 
vestment to .$200.000,000. The pipe line 
system is 7SO miles long and the steel 
tanks for the storage of oil have a ca- 
pacity ot 20.000,000 barrels. 


Commenting upon these figures the 


statement says that "the Mexican oil 
industry has 
not 
yet 
equalled 
the 


American because of the lack of means 
of transportation and of storing which 
are not equal to the production of the 
oil lands." It is asserted that the po- 
tential production of the fields is nine- 
fold greater than that registered at the 
present time.

are these: 


1. The payment of converted insur- 


ance, at the election of the insured, in 
one lump sum or in 36 or more install- 
ments. This is goverriuient insurance 
which has been converted into straight 
life insurance. 20 or 30 year endow- 
ment or paid-up life insurance. Under 
the present law this insurance is paid 
in 240 monthly installments. 


2. An increase in the class of bene- 
ficiaries of insurance so that uncles, 
aunts, nieces, nephews, brothers-in-law, 
sisters-in-law, 
and

parentis may be included as benefi- 
ciaries. 


3. An increase in the basis of awards 
in compensation cases to $65 for total 
temporary disability and $100 for total 
permanent disability. The present com- 
pensation payments are based on a rate 
of $30 per month for total disability, 
whether temporary or permanent, and 
are believed to be wholly inadequate. 


4. An increase in the period of au-

drydocks in the world and will accom- 
modate any warship now flouting the 
American flag. Secretary Daniels came 
to Hawaii with .the battleship New 
York and the destroyers.

Pearl Harbor .seven miles from Hon- 


olulu by railroad, has been declared by 
naval experts to be the finest natural 
naval base in the world. The entrance 
to the harbor from the open sea is a 
little more than 50 - yards wide, the 
channel, or canal, having been dredged 
in the shallow coral. 
The harbor is 


divided into three natural buys, or lochs, 
with anchorage sufficient for the entire 
American navy. 


The first contract for a drydock at 
Pearl Harbor was awarded 10 years ago 
and was for 51,750,000, Uie dock to be 
620x90 feet much too small to take 
modern dreadnaughts. Dredging began 
in September. 1909, and a coffer dam 
was built in 1913. 


• When the coffer dam was pumped 


free of water, to permit of further con- 
struction work, hydrostatic pressure up- 
heaved the entire structure and left the 
work of four years a mass of wreckage. 
Work was then suspended for two years, 
while engineers prepared new plans, and 
was resumed in January. 3915. To make 
a foundation that would withstand the 
pressure, piling was driven into the mud 
and coral, filled in with rock and IB 
gigantic pontoons, each containing 0000 


j yards of concrete, were floated into posi- 
tion and sunk. 


Concrete and granite were used in 
the construction of the floor and walls 


• of the dock. It is estimated the struc- 
! ture contains 150.000 cubic yards of con 
I crete. The drydock is 1029 feet long, on 
' the inside. 100 feet wide on the floor, 
with receding walls, and has 35-foot 
sills. When a warship is floated into 
the dock, four 54-inch and two 15-inl-h 
electrically-driven pumps win empty the 
basin in two hours, permitting of un- 
usually fast work in the handling of 
sea-fighters. 


Surrounding the dock are railroad 
tracks for traveling cranes, and the 
large and well-equipped machineshops
